4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record fails to 
disclose among other limitations of independent claims, "...using a test port of said multiple core 
expander to receive both data values as well as instructional and operational codes including a dummy bit 
from a host computer into a multi-bit shift register." As pointed out by the Applicant, prior art of record 
disclose systems that require separate "instruction registers" and a separate "data register."
